A resident of Oberlin for over two decades, Jeanne Beattie Butts is well known for her long-standing and valuable 
contribution to Oberlin’s community life. A 1927 graduate of Mount Holyoke College, she carried out graduate study 
at Columbia University. Prior to her arrival in Oberlin in 1956, she worked for the Cambridge YWCA and East Boston 
Social Center, and did field work for the Sociology Department of Vassar College. In Oberlin, she was president and 
member of the League of Women Voters and, as mother of three sons, was active in the PTA. In 1974 she retired from 
nineteen years as Supervisor of Adult and Parent Education with the Family Health Association in Cleveland. In that 
capacity she taught courses for parents on parent-child relationships and developed, taught, and trained over 700 
teachers for “The Art of Personal Living,” an 18-week course intended for school children. Since 1974 Mrs. Butts has 
been Director of the Oberlin Senior Citizens Program, helping the 1,150 senior citizens in and around Oberlin to find 
and receive the services they need. in addition, Mrs. Butts supervises work done by some 30 student volunteers at local 
rest homes. In recent years Oberlin College has benefited by her service on the W. Marlin Butts Guestship Committee, 
established in 1975 to honor the memory of her late husband, W. Marlin Butts, a member of the Oberlin Graduate 


School of Theology faculty and the College’s staff of counseling psychologists.

Thirty-six years ago Oberlin—and many campuses throughout 
the nation—were experiencing an infusion of a new type of 
student: the young man, passing through for a short period of 
time, receiving a crash course in the sciences and mathematics to 
ready him for the nation’s wartime needs. This photo essay gives 


To set a public example of conserving valuable tire rubber, First 
Lady Eleanor Roosevelt refused a private auto trip from 
Cleveland to Oberlin, and instead took a Greyhound bus; she 
arrived, it is believed, unescorted by F.B.1. guards, shortly after 
11:00 a.m. on Saturday, March 14, 1942. After lunching at 
Talcott Hall, she spoke on “The Stake of Youth in Reconstruc- 
tion” to an audience of 1,600 at Finney Chapel. Strongly 
advocating that “every bit of overtime pay” and “every bit of 
income from investments over three percent” should be paid in 
U.S. War Savings Bonds, Mrs. Roosevelt said, “We are still 
fighting the war to end all wars” and warned students against 
mental laziness: “...you can think lazily with high sounding 
words. Be a force. Make yourself count in the remaking of the 
world, both in the war and the reconstruction period.” 


On the evening of July 1, 1943, the first group of V-12 arrivals 
disembarked at Oberlin’s railroad depot and marched to the 
Men’s Building (now Wilder Hall), where the V-12 offices were 
located. The V-12 program offered four semesters (16 months) of 
training and higher education for high school and college 
graduates with officer potential. Oberlin trained about 2,000 men 
out of the total 60,000 supplied to the Navy and Marines by all V- 
12 programs. Although the trainees consisted of both sailors and 
Marines, the program was administered by the Navy. Courses of 
study centered on the sciences and math and, to meet the critical 
need for science faculty, some seemingly unlikely people became 
part-time physics teachers, including Lucy Lee Lewis, instructor 
in harp, and art historian Clarence Ward. During the war years 
and for several years thereafter, Oberlin operated on an 
accelerated, year-round schedule, with small groups of students 
graduating in the spring, summer and winter. 


some indication of what Oberlin looked like then. It was 
prepared by Patricia Y. Ikeda, assistant director of the Office of 
College Relations, with the assistance of William Bigglestone, 
archivist of Oberlin College. 


Still dressed in their civies in early July 1943, with uniforms yet to 
arrive, V-12 trainees line up near the Memorial Arch. Welcomed 
by Oberlin and housed in Talcott, Baldwin, Noah, the 
Theological Quadrangle (now Asia House) and the Men’s 
Building, the men were divided evenly between Marines and 
Navy “Bluejackets.” Of the 700 men on campus that July, 500 
were transfers from 76 colleges and universities, including 100 
Oberlin students. About 150 men had just graduated from high 
school, and about 50 came from active service. After the initial 
“wave” hit Oberlin, things began to settle in place and, a month 
later, a long line of uniformed men extended from the Men’s 
Building to Warner Gym, all waiting to receive their monthly $50 
pay. Over the next three years, such lines became a common 
campus sight. 


In the summer term of 1943, the ratio of men to women on 
campus was seven to one. This was due to the presence of the V- 
12 unit. The shortage of civilian men and the overabundance of 
military men changed the social scene, but couples like this one 
must have quickly become an accustomed sight. Students and 
military mingled socially at such events as Rec Hall dances, 
where, among other fine student jazz ensembles, a V-12 band 
called the Bluejacket Commandos played the big band sound. 


Responding to the Buildings and Grounds manpower shortage in 
1943, women students put “Learning and Labor” into action by 
forming the Campus Crew and the Library Stack-Dusters. These 
early examples of “womanpower” were paid 35¢/ hour to sweep 
floors and dust shelves in Carnegie Library and, armed with 
burlap sacks and rakes, kept clean areas such as the Coeducation 
Monument. 


Among Oberlin’s junior faculty members during those years were 
three familiar faces on today’s campus: mathematician Elbridge 
(“Fuzzy”) Vance, recently-retired art historian Ellen Johnson, 
and a young piano teacher here for a one-semester, temporary 
appointment, Emil C. Danenberg. 
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Passing in front of the Memorial Arch’s banner with its message 
“The eye of invasion is the hour of decision...vote and be heard!” 
this all-women band float inthe Mock Convention of May 26-27, 
1944 reflected the severe shortage of College men. Robert 
Fletcher, Oberlin historian, noted that women students did at 
least nine-tenths of the work for the wartime Convention, a far 
cry from earlier days when, until 1916, women were allowed to 
participate only as gallery observers. Because the V-12 men were 
prevented by regulations from participating in political activities, 
the 1944 convention was declared nonpartisan, symbolized by 
the “donkephant,” a fanciful amalgam of Democrat and 
Republican motifs. The traditional slogan “As Oberlin Goes, So 
Goes the Nation” was exchanged for “Beyond All Parties—the 
Common Good.” Delegates were chosen to represent interest 
groups (business, farmers, labor, and the professionals) instead 
of states, and the V-12 men were allowed to help draw up the 
platform. As the Convention, attended by 1,900 students, drew 
to a close, Wendell Willkie was the presidential nominee, 
winning over Harold Stassen, Franklin D. Roosevelt, and 
Maynard Krueger, a Socialist. Willkie, though in his own party’s 
disfavor, had gained popularity at Oberlin by accepting an 
honorary degree in 1943. Reflecting on the addition of a set of 
symposia prior to the convention, historian Fletcher wrote of the 
1944 Mock Convention: “No tent. No elephant. There was a war 
on. But no other Convention has contributed more to the 
development of the Oberlin Mock Convention tradition.” 


College photographer Arthur (“Pinky”) Princehorn climbed to 
an upper story Oberlin Inn window to catch this shot of 
downtown Oberlin the evening of August 14, 1945, “V-J” Day. 
Within an hour of President Truman’s official radio announce- 
ment of Japan’s surrender, a hastily organized parade marched 
downtown. It was led by the V-12 band and drum major Private 
Samuel R. Knox of Water Valley, Mississippi, followed by the 
Marines and then by the Bluejackets in white uniforms. The 
parade was reportedly attended by the entire community, and 
signalled the beginning of gradual withdrawal of the V-12 unit 
and a return to more normal town and gown concerns. 


The flag which had symbolized the presence of the V-12 unit on 
Oberlin’s campus since July 1, 1943 was lowered on Tappan 
Square for the last time on February 24, 1946 at 5:45 p.m. The 
few remaining military men stood in formation as Captain 
Robert E. Brown, officer in charge of the Marine detachment, 
presented the flag to President Ernest Hatch Wilkins. President 
Wilkins, who started his term as Oberlin’s seventh president in 
1927, retired in 1946, having seen the College through the war 
years. During that period, he instituted a program of cor- 
respondence with all Oberlin graduates and former students in 
the military and promised to answer personally all who wrote to 
him. He sent Christmas and birthday cards, as well as snapshots 
of Oberlin scenes and copies of the Alumni Magazine and the 
Review. On October 16, 1945, the Finney Chapel service flag, 
which posted the current number of Oberlin graduates and 
former students in the armed forces, read 3,730. Of those, 61 had 
died while in the service. President Wilkins was succeeded by 
William Edwards Stevenson, who took up the mantle of 
returning the College to a welcomed peace. 


The fall of 1946 saw the anticipated postwar boom in the student 
body, as Oberlin’s enrollment rose to a then all-time high of 2,179 
students: 1,030 women and 1,149 men (69% of the men were 
veterans). Included in the student body that fall were 137 married 
students for whom President Wilkins assured help in obtaining 
housing and declared that “their marriages broke no college 
rules—as some of them seem to have feared!” Between 45 and 50 
veteran families (like the couple pictured here) lived in the 
College’s trailer colony, nicknamed “Botany Lane” because of its 
proximity to the greenhouses which formerly occupied the space 
on the north side of present day Kettering Hall. The acute 
shortage in housing for the men who would return to college after 
the war had been of constant concern during the war years, and 
ground was broken for Burton Hall on February 22, 1946. The 
new men’s dormitory was named in honor of Theodore E. 
Burton, U.S. Senator from Ohio, who had graduated from 
Oberlin in 1872, and later became an Oberlin trustee. Its 
construction was supported by the Alumni Fund, which from 
1944-46 raised $112,669.25 for dormitory construction
